Dear Mr. President: 

 

In accordance with Article II, Section 17 of the Maryland Constitution, today 

I have vetoed Senate Bill 393 – Calvert County – Regulation of Roads. 

 

This bill authorizes the County Commissioners of Calvert County, by 

ordinance, to regulate the grading, constructing, improving, maintaining, and 

repairing of roads and authorizes the County Commissioners to establish 

standards for utility cuts in and across county rights–of–way.  This bill also 

authorizes the County Commissioners to regulate access to county–owned 

roads and authorizes the County Commissioners to establish minimum 

standards for new roads. 

 

House Bill 992, which was passed by the General Assembly and signed by 

me, accomplishes the same purpose.  Therefore, it is not necessary for me to 

sign Senate Bill 393.
